"Daddy  King"  as  he  was  lovely 
kjiown  hy  the  Visitacion  Valley 
Community  was  an  icon  in  the 
Valley  for  over  55  years. 

Mr  King  was  born  September 
16,  1919  in  Big  Sandy,  Texas. 
After  leaving  high  school,  he 
moved  to  Colorado  to  pursue  a 
career  in  the  meat  packing 
business  as  a  butcher 

After  several  years,  a  job 
opportunity  allowed  him  to 
relocate  to  San  Francisco.  Mr. 
King  worked  several  years  in  the 
BiiUlwrlcnvti  area  of  the  Bayview. 

Over  the  years  he  held  many  pro- 
fessions. He  worked  for  American 
President  Lines  where  he  served 
as  a  Stewart  and  union  represen- 
tative for  17  years  and  as  long- 
shoreman until  he  retired. 

It  was  during  his  retirement  that 
he  began  his  pursuit  as  commu- 
nity activist. 

In  1979  Mr  King  founded  the 
Visitacion  Senior  Escort  program, 
a  van  based  transportation  pro- 
gram that  would  goon  to  become 
a  model  for  future  senior  trans- 
portation programs  throughout 
San  Francisco. 

Mr.  King  would  generously 
make  his  vans  available  to  any 
organization  that  had  a  need  for 
transportation.  He  was  inducted 
into  the  Para  Transit  Hall  of  Fame 
for  his  27  years  of  service.  * 

Seeing  a  need  for  affordable 
housing  for  seniors  in  the 
Visitacion  Valley  commmunity, 
Mr  King  collaborated  with  Mercy 
I  lousing  Inc.,  tofomi  the  John  King 
Senior  Community,  Inc. 

In  1991,  with  support  from 
Nancy  Pelosi,  he  spearheaded  the 
construction  of  90  units  of 
affordable  senior  housing 
complex  that  also  housed  a  senior 
center  and  childcare  facility.  The 
John  King  Senior  Community, 
located  at  500  Raymond  Ave.  is  a 
testament  to  Mr  King's  vision

He  endeared  the  political  insight 
of  the  now  Speaker  of  the  House, 
Nancy  Pelosi  and  held  an  annual 
birthday  party  in  her  name 
honoring  her  commitment  to  the 
Visitacion  Valley  community  up 
until  his  illness. 

Mr  King  served  on  numerouscom- 
munity  boards  and  organizations 
over  years.

He  was  one  of  the  founding  mem- 
bers of  the  Geneva  Valley  Devel- 
opment Corporation  (now  known 
as  The  Visitacion  Valley  Commu- 
nity Development  Corporation) 
that  played  a  major  role  in  the 
building  of  Heritage  Homes  and 
Britton  Courts.

SFPUC  Encouraging  Customers  to  Drink  Tap  Water 


The  San  Francisco  Public  Utili- 
ties Commission  (SFPUC)  an- 
nounced June  16  the  release  of  its 
annual  Water  Quality  Report, 
which  has  been  mailed  to  every 
San  Francisco  resident. 

The  state-mandated  publication 
provides  important  information 
about  San  Francisco  drinking  wa- 
ter, including  its  sources,  potential 
contaminants,  and  water  quality 
egulations. 

In  2009,  the  drinking  water  pro- 
vided by  the  SFPUC  met  or  ex- 
ceeded water  quality  standards  set 
by  federal  and  state  regulatory

agencies,  as  it  has  in  years  past. 

The  SFPUCs  Water  QuaUty  Di- 
vision constantly  monitors  the 
system's  water  quality  In  2009, 
Water  Quality  Division  staff  con- 
ducted more  than  105,000  tests  of 
drinking  water  quality  through- 
out the  167-mile  system. 

In  addition,  SFPUC  Watershed 
staff  carefully  manages  the  Hetch 
Hetchy,  Alameda,  and  Peninsula 
watersheds  that  provide  this 
water,  ensuring  that  human  ac- 
tivities or  unforeseen  circum- 
stances, such  as  fire,  do  not  com- 
promise the  quality  of  the 
system's  water 

Indeed,  the  Hetch  Hetchy  wa- 
ter source  is  so  clean  and  pro- 
tected, that  source  has  been 
granted  a  filtration  exemption 
from  U.S.  Rnvironmental  Protec- 
tion Agency  and  the  California 
Department  of  Public  Health,  so 
that  the  SFPUC  is  not  required  to 
filter  water  from  the  Hetch 
Hetchy  Reservoir. 

In  compliance  with  the  exemp- 
tion, the  SFPUC  maintains  a 
walerborne  disease  monitoring 
program  —one  of  the  very  few  in 
the  country  —  as  ongoing  formal 
documentation  that  no  out- 
breaks have  occurred, 

"Fvery  year  this  report  confirms 
what  our  customers  already  in- 
stinctively know  -  that  our  wa- 
ter is  one  of  the  best  in  the  nation," 
said  SFPUC  General  Manager  Ed 


Harrington.  "People  should  stop 
believing  in  the  myth  that  bottled 
water  is  safer  than  tap  water. 
When  was  the  last  time  a  bottled 
water  company  issued  a  compre- 
hensive water  quality  report?" 

Bottled  water  companies  are 
regulated  by  the  Food  and  Drug  Ad- 
ministration (FDA)and  have  signifi- 
cantly less  stringent  testing  and  re- 
porting requirements  than  munici- 
pal water  providers  that  are  regu- 
lated by  tiie  Environmental  Protec- 
tion Agency  (EPA).

In  addition,  bottled  water  manu- 
fachjring  adversely  impacts  the  en- 
vironment by  using  an  estimated 
17  million  barrels  of  oil  to  make  the 
plastic  water  bottles  Americans  use 
each  year

Top  Uses  of  S.E  Library's  Computers 


San  Francisco  Public  Library 
(SFPL)  participates  in  national 
U.S.  Impact  Study  examining  free 
access  to  computers  and  Internet 
in  public  libraries 

A  national  survey  on  computer 
and  Internet  usage  at  public  li- 
braries estimated  that  203,702 
people  used  San  Francisco  Pub- 
lic Library's  free  public  access 
technology  resources  in  the  past 
year. 

While  it's  long  been  evident  that 
the  Library's  public  computers 
and  Internet  access  are  very 
popular  among  library  visitors, 
this  study  confirmed  just  how 
important  these  resources  are  to 
the  community  for  accessing  in- 
formation on  employment,  edu- 
cation, civic  engagement  and  en- 
tertainment- 

The  U  S.  IMPACT  web  survey, 
conducted  by  the  University  of 
Washington  Information  School 
with  support  from  the  Bill  & 
Melinda  Gates  Foundation  and 
the  Institute  of  Museum  and  Li- 
brary Services,  queried  1,746  San 
Francisco  Public  Library  patrons 
over  a  two-week  period  in  June 
2009. 

Not  surprisingly  in  the  midst 
of  a  recession,  the  library  plays  a 
vital  role  for  job  seekers:  23  per- 
cent of  the  SFPL  respondents  re- 
porting using  the  library  comput- 
ers and  Internet  access  to  find 
online  job  postings,  write  cover 
letters  and  resumes,  and  research 
careers. 

Of  the  users  who  searched  for 
job  opportunities  online  at  the  Li- 
brary, 30  percent  were  granted  an 
interview  and  15  percent,  or  24 
individuals,  reported  actually  be- 
ing hired  for  a  new  position. 

Education  and  learning  were 
also  among  the  top  uses  of  pub- 
lic access  computing  for  SFPL 
patrons,  according  to  24  percent 
of  the  survey  respondents. 

Of  the  educational  users,  63 
percent  of  the  youth  surveyed 
said  they  used  the  Library's 
computers  or  Internet  for  home- 
work help  while  9  percent  of  the 
adults  used  them  to  learn  about 
degree  and  certificate  programs, 

SFPL  also  provides  an  impor- 
tant function  in  allowing  citizens 
to  engage  with  their  community 


online  tor  political  causes  and 
candidates,  ^nd  with  clubs  and 
nonprofit  organizations. 

Of  the  196  users  (22  percent) 
who  reported  they  had  used  the 
Library's  technology  resources 
tor  civic  engagement,  the  most 
frequently  reported  uses  were  to 
learn  about  social  causes  and 
politics  and  to  keep  up  with 
news  events,  particularly  inter- 
national or  hometown  news, 

San  Francisco's  patrons  also  are 
using  the  public  access  technol- 
ogy to  keep  in  touch  with  family 
and  friends,  with  32  percent  of 
survey  respondents  using  the  re- 
sources for  social  purposes. 

rhe  most  common  usage,  at  26 
percent,  was  to  communicate 
with  family  and  friends  online; 
respondents  reported  that  43  per-' 
cent  of  these  online  contacts  lived 
outside  the  U.S. 

Fourteen  percent  used  the 
Library's  resources  on  social  net- 
working sites. 

Health  care  was  another  popu- 
lar topic  of  information  for  the 
computer  users  at  San  Francisco 
Public  Library,  responsible  for 
20  percent  of  respondents  look- 
ing for  information  for  them- 
selves and  9  percent  to  help 
someone  else. 

lx>oking  deeper,  17percent  were 
seeking  information  about  an  ill- 
ness, disease  or  medical  condition 
and  12  percent  wanted  to  learn 
about  diet  or  nutrition. 

Of  note,  for  those  that  learned 
about  diet  and  nutrition,  78  per- 
cent reported  that  the  informa- 
tion they  found  helped  them 
make  a  change  to  their  diets. 

On  a  national  basis,  the  study 
found  that  nearly  one-third  of 
Americans  age  14  or  older  - 
roughly  77  million  people  -  used 
a  public  library  computer  or 
wireless  network  to  access  the 
Internet  in  the  past  year

Jacqueline  Bauman  was  bom  in  1934  and  spCTit  several  years  of  her 
childhood  at  the  family  home  on  I  .athrtip  Avenue  in  Little  Hollywood. 
Her  older  sister  Beanor  was  bom  in  1933.  Both  births  happened  at  4  p.m. 
when  the  SP  train  came  roaring  out  of  tfie  nearby  tunnel 

"  Toot-toot  and  there  was  litUe  Heanor,  tool-toot,  and  there  was  little 
Sissy!'  So  the  family  story  wenL" 

"My  sister  and  I  grew  up  with  Candlestick  Cove  bay  asa  favorite  place. 
We  knew  Bill  Manuel  the  man  with  the  wooden  leg,  from  the  ^-go.  His 
huge  fl^t  barge  was  beached  with  a  plank  for  getting  to  shor^,  had  living 
quarters  for  him,  his  wife  Mary  and  their  two  diildrm  He  salvaged  iron 
from  the  old  ships  in  the  cove  and  lost  his  legdoing  so.  He  also  worked  as 
a  security  guard  for  the  housing  pRiject 

"One  morning  after  a  fieroe  storm  my  father  returned  from  Ihe  bay 
saying  the  bar^  was  way  out  in  the  middle  floating  free.  He  called  the 
coast  guard  and  Manuel's  boat  was  towed  back  ia  We  all  went  down 
and  watched  the  show.  No  IVs  but  a  great  life." 

"My  sister  and  1,  when  we  were  very  little,  liked  to  sit  and  watch  the 
trains  come  out  of  the  ttinnel.  1  had  a  way  of,  weU,  it  was  only  God  that 
kept  me  from  being  killed  while  1  was  growing  u  p.  t  would  do  things  and 
Id  get  kids  to  do  it  uath  me,  and  sometimes  it  wasn't  real  smart  My  sister 
would  never  do  anything  on  her  own,  but  I'd  tell  her  come  on;  we  climbed 
onto  the  metal  beam  over  the  tunnel  and  sat  there  in  our  dresses. 

I  said  'Look.''  And  a  train  came  out  of  the  tunnel  and  wealmost  got  killed, 
the  smoke  that  came  up!'" 

Candlestick  Cove  housing  project  was  built  to  accommodate  the 
shipyard  labor  force  during  World  War  IL  |ackie  related  that  her  father 
had  planted  nasturtiums  that  had  gone  to  seed. 

"I  said,  I'm  going  to  sell  these  seeds  in  the  prefect,  and  my  father  said  thafs 
a  good  idea,  so  I  got  some  paper  and  made  flour  and  water  paste,  aiKi  I 
made  these  envelopes.  1  put  the  seeds  in  them  and  I  wrote  on  them  'five 
cents.'  I  probably  had  twenty  packages.  I  said  'o.k,  I'm  off.'  I  was  probably 
eigjit  vears  old,  and  1  sold  them  all  People  bought  anything  I  ever  had  I 
bou^t  some  religious  pictures  with  glitter  tfiat  I  could  ^  ten  for  a  dollar, 
and  could  sell  for  twenty  OTits  each  Away  I'd  go  to  the  project  to  sell,  and 
saw  nasturtiums  growing  all  over  I  loved  the  prefects." 

Jackie  and  Heanor  loved  to  go  swimming  in  the  hay,  accompanied  by 
their  father 

"We  were  the  weird  family  that  swam  in  ttie  bay  Pollution?  Wdl  what 
about  it  It  wasn't  as  bad  as  people  made  it  out  to  be  We  swam  at  the 
north  er>d.  The  wind  usually  blew  north  to  south.  We  knew  if  the  v^id 
was  blowing  from  the  south,  stay  out  of  the  water.  Life  was  simple." 

The  childhood  experience  of  swimming  in  the  bay  was  very  predous  to 
the  girls.  During  h»er  last  illness  Eleanor  told  her  sister  ^  would  like  her 
ash^  scattered  in  the  bay  This  was  done,  and  later  Jackie  had  a  memorial 
picnic  table  installed  in  the  state  park  in  Eleanor's  memory, 

Jackie  recalled  many  of  the  stores  on  Leiand  Avenue  during  her  young 
days.  It  was  Mr.  Rossi  of  Rossi's  Ftiarmacy  who  told  her  mother  to  ^ 
Eleanor  to  the  doctor  after  the  child  was  hit  by  a  basebaU  while  playing  in 
the  Visitaaon  Valley  playground  sandbox. 

"I  remember  Romer's  Drugstore.  I  did  not  like  Mrs.  Romer.  My  sister 
thouglit  she  was  wonderful,  but  Mrs.  Romer  scared  me.  The  I\irity 
Market  was  right  next  to  the  Bank  of  America,  and  the  comer  bar  (Leiand 
and  Bayshore)  was  always  there.  And  the  library,  I  remember  the  library. 
Did  you  know  there  used  to  be  a  phone  booth  in  the  library?  There  was  a 
family  that  lived  on  Tocx)loma  and  the  family  man  went  into  the  phone 
booth  and  shot  himself  there.  There  were  bad  things  that  happened  back 
thai  too,  there  was  a  depr^ssim." 

"We  went  to  the  Bayshore  Tlieater,  that  was  where  we  got  our  news.  I 
remember  the  war  newsreels,  we  were  always  winning  and  it  was 
great  My  older  brothers  came  home  from  tfie  war  and  brought  a  lot  of 
foreign  coins  I  lined  up  those  coins  with  nickels  and  dimes  and  wait  to 
the  Bayshore  Theater  and  used  them  in  tfie  candy  machines.  One  time 
there  was  a  sign  on  the  machine  that  said  "brokei"  and  I  thought  it  was 
written  all  o\'er  my  face  that  I  did  it!  1  Idt  the  movie  before  it  was  over." 

"The  best  thing  about  the  neigfiborhood  was  the  ethnic  and  financial 
blend.  Onenext-doorneighborownedtheEvergoodSaLisageCompany 
and  on  the  other  side  they  owned  a  big  restaurant  downtowa  So  you 
had  people  who  owned  businesses  and  people  who  just  worked  for  a 
li\'ing.  And  there  were  tVlaltese,  Italians,  SoDts,  and  Germans  I  remember 
whai  a  Chinese  family  moved  in  on  tfie  comer  and  the  real  estate  agait 
salt  a  petition  around  the  neighborhood  asking  if  was  o.k  if  they  moved 
in  and  everyone  said  yes."

Ethanol  as  Auto  Fuel 

Dear  EarthTalk;  Where  does 
ethanol  as  an  automobile  fuel  fit 
into  the  alternative  energy  mix? 
Is  it  better  for  the  environment 
than  gasoline?  -Donna  Allgaier- 
Lamberti,  Pullman,  MI 

Ethanol  —  a  biofuel  derived 
from  com  and  other  feedstocks  — 
is  already  playing  a  major  role  in 
helping  to  reduce  emissions  from 
many  of  the  traditional  gasoline- 
powered  cars  on  the  road  today 
According  to  the  U.S.  Department 
of  Energy,  nearly  half  of  all  the 
gasoline  sold  in  the  U.S.  contains 
up  to  10  percent  ethanol,  which 
not  only  boosts  octane  but  also 
helps  meet  federally  mandated 
air  quality  requirements.  By  pro- 
moting more  complete  fuel  com- 
bustion, this  small  amount  of 
ethanol  mixed  into  gasoline  re- 
duces exhaust  emissions  of  car- 
bon monoxide— a  regulated  pol- 
lutant linked  to  smog,  acid  rain, 
global  warming  and  other  envi- 
ronmental problems  — by  as 
much  as  30  percent  compared 
with  pure  gasoline. 

Also,  a  growing  number  of  so- 
called  "flex-fuel"  vehicles  now 
available  can  run  on  either 
straight  unleaded  gasoline  or  so- 
called  E85,  a  mix  of  85  percent  etha- 
nol and  15  percent  gasoline.  Etha- 
nol proponents  underscore  emis- 
sions savings,  cost  stability  (etha- 
nol is  distilled  from  domestically 
grown  com)  and  reduced  reliance 
on  (foreign)  oil  as  benefits  of  more 
drivers  filling  up  their  tanks  with 
E85  instead  of  gas. 

But  even  though  some  eight  mil- 
lion flex-fuel  vehicles  are  now  on 
U.S.  roads,  most  of  them  are  not 
near  convenient  ethanol  refilling 
stations  and  are  therefore  mostly 
rurming  on  regular  gasoline.  (The 
U.S.  Department  of  &iergy  website 
has  a  map-based  listing  of  E85  re- 
fueling stations  across  the  coun- 
try—most are  in  the  Midwest's 


"com  belt  ")  So  while  the  capacity 
and  perhaps  demand  for  a  cleaner 
burning  fuel  is  there,  supplies  have 
not  kept  pace— some  say  because 
tlie  federal  government  has  subsi- 
dized ethanol  producers  only  and 
not  the  distributors  and  retailers 
who  get  the  product  to  customers. 

But  this  may  change.  In  May 
2009  President  Obama  signed  a 
Presidential  Directive  to  advance 
research  into  biofuels  like  ethanol 
and  expand  their  use.  The  result- 
ing Biofuels  Interagency  Working 
Group  is  developing  a  plan  to  in- 
crease flex  fuel  vehicle  use  by  mak- 
ing E85  and  other  biofuels  more 
available. 

While  many  environmental  ad- 
vocates view  increasing  ethanol 
use  as  a  promising  development 
(if  drivers  would  actually  fill  up 
with  it),  others  are  not  so  sure. 
Cornel!  agriculture  professor 
David  Pimentel  argues  that  pro- 
ducing ethanol  actually  creates  a 
net  energy  loss.  His  research 
shows  that  a  gallon  of  ethanol 
contains  77,000  BTUs  of  energy 
for  engines  to  burn  but  requires 
131,000  BTUs  to  process  into  us- 
able fuel,  not  including  additional 
BTUs  burned  from  fossil  fuel 
sources  to  power  the  farm  equip- 
ment to  grow  the  com,  and  the 
barges,  trains  and  trucks  used  to 
transport  it  to  refineries  and  ulti- 
mately fueling  stations. 

Pimentel  also  says  that  power- 
ing a  car  for  a  single  year  on  etha- 
nol would  require  1 1  acres  of 
corn,  which  could  alternatively 
feed  at  least  seven  people  If  we 
step  up  our  use  of  ethanol  and 
begin  putting  our  farmers'  yields 
into  gas  tanks  instead  of  on  din- 
ner tables,  we  could  see  a  short- 
age of  domestically  grown  food 
and  higher  prices  at  the  grocery 
store.  To  address  this  problem, 
biofuels  producers  are  research- 
ing alternative  non-food  feed- 
stocks such  as  algae,  corn  stalks, 
wood  chips  and  switchgrass, 
though  tliey  would  still  make  use 
of  arable  land  that  could  grow 
food  for  human  consumption. 


What  You  Should 
Know  About  Your 
Blood  Health 

Blood  performs  a  variety  of  es- 
sential functions  in  your  body, 
so  when  something  is  wrong 
with  your  blood,  it  can  affect 
your  overall  health, 

"Millions  of  Americans  of  all 
ages,  genders  and  ethnicities  are 
affected  by  blood  disorders," 
said  Hal  E.  Broxmeyer,  Ph.D., 
president  of  the  American  Soci- 
ety of  Hematology. 

"It's  important  to  be  aware  of 
what  healthy  blood  is  and  learn 
how  to  prevent  potential  prob- 
lems in  order  to  maintain  and 
improve  your  health." 

On  average,  adults  have  9  to 
12  pints  of  blood,  which  carries 
oxygen  and  nutrients  through- 


out the  body,  forms  clots  to  pre- 
vent blood  loss  and  transports 
antibodies  to  fight  Infection. 
Blood  also  helps  regulate  your 
body  temperature  and  clear 
waste  from  your  system. 

People  may  be  affected  by 
many  different  types  of  blood 
conditions,  including  anemia, 
bleeding  disorders,  blood 
clots  and  blood  cancers  such 
as  leukemia,  lymphoma  and 
myeloma. 

The  signs  and  symptoms  of  these 
conditions  vary,  so  it  is  important 
to  know  what  the  different  blood 
disorders  are  and  be  aware  of  any 
changes  in  your  body 

For  example,  if  you  feel  weak 
and  have  pale  or  yellow  skin, 
you  may  have  anemia.  And  you 
might  be  at  risk  for  a  blood  clot 
if  your  skin  feels  warm  and  your 
leg,  ankle  or  calf  swells. 
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If  you  think  you  have  a  blood 
condition,  talk  to  your  primary 
care  physician  right  away. 

To  maintain  your  blood  health, 
the  American  Society  of  Hematol- 
ogy offers  the  following  tips: 
*Know  your  family  history. 
*Eat  healthy  foods  and  exercise 
regularly. 

•Talk  with  your  doctor  if  you 
have  any  concerns. 

•Request  an  annual  checkup. 
If  you  are  diagnosed  with  a 
blood  condition,  you  may  be  re- 
ferred to  a  hematologist,  a  doc- 
tor that  specializes  in  treating 
blood  disorders.
